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Introduction 


This list and index of leaflets in the "BS" series has been pre- 
pared for the benefit of employees and cooperators of the biolozicel 
. Survey and es a guide for correspondents interested in publications of 
the Bureau. Requests for the entire series of these leaflets are fre- 
quently received, but it is probable thet, aside from the requisitions 
of libraries, few are justified. The series includes leaflets so diverse 
in character that all will not be of use to every individual. The list 
Should be carefully scanned, therefore, and requests confined to the num- 
bers actually needed. 


The title "Wildlife Research end Management Leaflet" was selected 
to include mimeogsraphed information on major lines of the Bureeu's activ- 
ities dealing with wild enimals and birds, but the series has come to 
include a great variety of other materiel to which the Survey desires to 
give prompt or temporary publicity in connection with correspondence. 
Deviations of the series frdém the strictly wildlife field are indicated 
by the titles on domesticated rabbits, of which there ere 14 in this first 
hundred; by 4 leaflets pertaining to cage birds, guinea pigs, pet squir- 
rels, and chameleons; and by 12 dealing with the raising of fur enimels in 
confinement. The need of specifying which titles are desired is thus am 
ply evident.
